The low grounds are so thoroughly satur- 


ated and the snow in the mountains and 
ravines so deep and solidly packed, that a 
scarcity of witer for irrigating and mill 
purpose} is an impossibility for the present 
year, and indeed for many succeeding ones. 
Stlil our ranch owners must not relax their 
energy in attending to the all-important 
water storage matter. 


The past three seasons must have con- 


vinced all thinking men ihut to reap the 
rewards kind nature bestows that it is in- 
cumbent on them to lend their assistance, 
for the State ot Nevada is no longer looked 
on as a barren waste, but as a country of 
great possibilities in an agricultural point 
of view, and if land owners are true to 
themselves, there will, in the near future, 
be an influx of the very class needed. Waste 
land will be purchased and cultivated and 
the value of snob, property will bs enhanced 
a hundred fold. 


There is no reason why, during the pres- 


ent decade, Nevada should not produce 
oereala sufficient for the support of the 
State, and a large amount for exportation.

The Susanville Advocate takes this view 


of the subject referred to: 


The great loss of cattle and all kinds of 


stock on the ranges of Nevada, Idaho and 
Montana, as well as the Northern part of 
onr own State during the present Winter, 
shook! result in different policy amoag 
stock owners. 
The practice of allowing 


stock to accumulate in such numbers that 
no provision can be made for their shelter 
or maintenance has been indulged in too 
long. In more civillized communities of 
the east, a man it arrested and fined for 
over loading or otherwise ill-treating his 
horse on the street, while on the western 
stock ranges hundreds of dumb brutes are 
turned out to perish miserably, without 
food and without sheller, amid the snow 
and ice of a Northern Winter. 


Every inmect of humanity recoils from 


such au abuse of man's power over the in- 
ferior r.nimals, and the ssoner legislation 
takes hold of this qaestion and forces men 
into that justice towards theiranimal which 
should be suggested by their own sense of 
right, the better for our reputation as a 
Christian people. Many of our prominent 
cattle men are now advocating tha erection 
of temporary shelter and the feeding of all 
stock as being in the long run more satis- 
factory from a pecuniary standpoint than 
the old, haphazard system of allowing them 
to run loose and shift for themselves. It 
ia almovein the right direction. It will 
bring better beef to oar markets and more 
money into the pockets of the stockmen, 
and will relieve us of this horrible night- 
mare of thousands o! suffering, starving 
animals, whose whitening bones and rot- 
ting carcasses make the hillsides ghastly 
on oar mountain ranges.
